Under 
every Democratic rule heretofore the coun- 
try has been carried deeper and deeper in 
debt. The same rule prévails in the States. 
There is not a Commonwealth in the Union 
that has been under Democratic rule for the 
last twenty-five years without being plunged 
deeply in debt.

the party invariably proves itself unequal to

It 
did not seem to occur to any of the bankers, 


however, to recommend one precautionary | 


measure which would be more effective than 
any of those proposed: that is, to set their 
employés a better example, So long as 
bank Presidents, Vice-Presidents, and man- 
aging Boards of Directors are speculat- 
ing in stocks and securities and often 
in their own bank stocks, so long as they are 
gambling and betting on the turn of a card in 
the stock markets, they ought not to be sur- 


| prise that their employés do the same, ana, 


if they are unfortunate, that they seize upon 
anything within their reach to make good 
their losses. Like master like man is a 
homely but very truthful proverb. The Ca- 
nadian colony would not have been so large 
as it is now had it not been that cashiers, 
tellers, and clerks were induced to gamble by 
the example set them by the superior officers 
of the bank. 


WORKINGMEN AND THE NEW ELEC- 
TION LAW. 

The City-Hall gang and the Van Pelt syn- 
dicate are seeking to make capital against the 
new Election law among laboring men by 
representing to them thatif it is adopted it 
will make it extremely inconvenient for them 
to vote on account of its closing the polls at 


an earlier hour than at present. This is the 


only serious. argument that the City-Hall 


gang and the Van Pelt syndicate can make. 


against the law, and it is the only one 
on which they have any hopes of de- 
feating it and thereby continuing their 
corrupt control of elections in Chicago. A 
brief consideration of the provisions of the 
law and of the manner in which it will oper- 
ate will show the utter falsity of this argu- 
ment. It will not deprive a single lawful 
citizen of his vote. 

The bill was drawn up by lawyers of both 
parties and indorsed by eminent Democratic 
attorneys. In all its essentials it is cu: ‘ed 
from Tilden’s New York law, which he pre- 
pared in order to suppress the Tweed régime 
and its ballot-box stuffing rascalities. The 
gang know it will have the same effect here 
upon them, and that is the reason why they 
are urging workingmen to vote against it. 

The law, in brief, provides for a Board of 
Election Commissioners, in which both par- 
ties are to be represented, to be appointed 
by the County Judge, who is a Democrat, a 
better and safer system of registration, 


smaller voting districts, the opening of the 


polls at 6 o’clock, and their close at 4, so that 
not only may every Citizen have the oppor- 
tunity to vote, but the judges and clerks may 
get through their work at an early hour. 
The argument against the early-closing pro- 
vision is a shallow pretext.

The gang of disreputable politicians who

They know that if the 
new law comes into force ballot-box stuffing 
and other ‘“‘fine work” which they have 
practiced for years will be made impossible, 
and that they will be stripped of their power. 
There is not an argument which can be urged 
against this law which does not tend towards 
dishonest elections. 


HARRISON AND THE GAMBLERS. 

Last spring immediately after the city elec- 
tion, when Carter Harrison felt that he was 
whipped, and knew that every one else felt 
80, and realized that the city had pronounced 
against him because of the disreputable ele- 
ments with which he had been associated and 
the infamous election methods by which it 
had been sought to return him to power, he 
came to the decision that he must do some- 
thing to regain his moral standing. 

It will also be remembered that about this 
time the Mayor went to the Hot Springs, a 
locality famous for its influence in working 
out impurities, and, probably inspired by the 
hygienic effects of tha springs, he sent word 
to Chicago that public gambling must be 


stopped. Austin Doyle and his police also 
became infected with the Hot Springs moral 


and sanitary influences, and for a time there 
was an ostentatious show of shutting up the 
gambling houses, and for a few days there 
were several very creditable street pageants 
of gamblers and gaming implements on their 
way to fife and destruction. 

The great moral spasm was brief, how- 
ever. Now comes one of our contempora- 
ries, which had been a former organ of the 
Mayor and which stuck by him until longer 
sticking was impossible, and announces it is 
obliged to come to the conclusion that the 
last pretended effort to eradicate the evil has 
proved as gigantic a sham as have its prede- 
cessors. It convinced itself by actual con- 
tact and personal experiences before it ex- 
posed the humbug of Harrison’s pretendes, 
At the risk of its own moral contamination it 


took its money and went to the gambling- 
“rooms. It found plenty of them, and it had 


no difficulty in gaining adniission to them 
and wasting its substance at roulet, faro, and 
stud-poker. It found the front doors open, 
it was the same old story—the house got 
it all.“ . 

The meaning of all this is not far to find. 
The Mayor’s lawyers have discovered that by 
pettifogging technicalities, if countenanced 
by the court, they can fritter away the term 
for which Judge Smith was elected and keep 
their client in Smith’s chair, as he has al- 
ready done for six months past. If this be so, 
why should the Mayor prolong the sham of 
the Hot Springs morality? Why should he 
longer disoblige his friends, the gamblers, 
who helped elect him, and inconvenience 
them by forcing them to playin secret on 
penalty of visitations from Doyle’s police? 
If the Mayor still remained in the odor of 
Hot Springs sanctity, if public gambling were 
against his wishes, and he were determined 
that these places must be closed, of course 
he would bounce Mr. Austin Doyle 
at once for not carrying out his 
orders. But the gambling goes on and Doyle 
is not bounced; hence there can be but one 
inference, and that is, that it is in conso- 
nance with his wish and his intention there 
shall be no further interference with the 
gamblers. Nothing in the intolerable muni- 
cipal record of Carter Harrison has more 
clearly shown his sincerity, duplicity, and 
demagogism than his doubie-dealing with 
the people of Chicago in the matter of sup- 
pressing gambling, which is one of the worst 
curses of this city. More than ever also will 
it be impressed upon them that it is their 
duty to bring bis Administration to an end 
and to give Chicago a clean and honest Gov- 
ernment. 


THE CORRUPT COUNTY BOARD. 
The New York Times of the 25th inst. con- 
tains the following dispatch from this city: 
Curoaao, Sept. 24.—Prodigal expenditures 
by sme County Board have reduced the Cook 
County Treasury to a pretty lowebb. All the 
county emplosés except those of the Count 
Treasurer are anxiously awaiting last month's 
saiary, and a large number of jurors are wait- 
ing to have their time“ orders cashed. On 
account of the depleted condition of the coun- 
ty finances the Court-House is swarming dally 
with money- lend sharks of high and low 
degtee, who stand ready to cash county-salary 
orders at the rate of anywhere from 3 to 10 per 
cent off, and it is rumored that some of the 
chief cierks in certain departments stand ready 
to cash the salary vouchers of their subordi- 
nates at a handsome discount, 


The above dispateh does not exaggerate 
the financial condition of Cook County, grow- 
ing out of the corrupt and extravagant ad- 
ministration of its finances by the Van Pelt 
gang in the County Board. Three or four 
years ago, when the Republicans gained 
control of the ‘board, they undid all that the 
Democrats had done during their Administra- 
tion. Expenses were cut down. Sinecures 
were abolished. Salaries were reduced. By 
rigid economy and careful financial admin- 


istration the affairs of the county were put 


into good shape and the taxpayers were 
satisfied.

It is, bt course, useless to expect that any 
change will be made in this corrupt and ex- 
travagant waste of the taxpayers’ money un- 


til the taxpayers themselves resolve to change 


the membership of the board and drive the 
gang out of power. Past experience has 
shown that changes of this kind do not occur 
until the abuse of power becomes a burden 
too intolerable to be borne. That situation 
has now been reached. The County 
‘Treasury is empty. The county is 
on the verge of bankruptcy. The 
administration of the gang has 
become not alone a burden at home, but a 


scandal all over the country. It is now time 


for the taxpayers to look about them and 
find four honest and capable men in the city 


to take the places of those whose terms are 


about tg expire. With four men of this kind 
from the city and the return of Mr. Senne, 
reinforcing the honest members who hold 
over, the work of the gang can be undone. 
There is no possibility of an improvement in 
affairs until there is an infusion of honest 
blood into the board. If the taxpayers of 
the county do net make the change this fall 
and rout out the whole dishonest gang they 
cannot complain at the burden of taxation 
which will be heaped upon them. 


DEMOCRATS OPPOSING REFORM. 

The last Legislature in Michigan adopted 
a bill, known as the Egan Registration law, 
which was designed to meet the evils of cor- 
rupt government and fraudulent elections in 
Detroit. Like the similar measure adopted 
in Illinois, the bill embodied the principal 
features of the Tilden Election law which 
has worked so well in New York, but, al- 
though of Democratic parentage, party lines 
were not drain in regard to ft and it com- 
manded the support of members of both par- 
ties. The new law would take the machin- 
ery of elections out of the hands of 
the notoriously corrupt Common Council 
and give the appointment of registrars 
and inspectors, the mapping out of 
precincts, and the selection of clerks and 
judges to a non-partisan commission nom- 
inated by the Mayor and confirmed by the 
Upper House of the Council. Now that the 
time has come to put the law into operation 
the corruptionists in the Council have refused 
to confirm the non-partisan Commissioners 
appointed by the Mayor and are attempting 
to dragoon decent Democrats into opposition 


to all reform. Taking refuge behind the 


usual pretext of law-~defiers, they assert that 
the new measure is unconstitutional, and the 
Lower House of the Council is attempting to 
appoint judges and clerks of election accord- 
ing to the old plan of organized fraud, 

The chief el oy etroit is hat abogt 
illegal voters’ ha carried on roe 
lists for years, and have constituted a bal- 
ance of power to maintain the taxeaters and 
corruptionists in contro] of the Council. When 
a plan was proposed for a revision of the reg- 
istration list and a strict guard against spuri- 
ous votes in the future, it was supposed to 
be in the interest of all honest men irrespect- 
ive of party. As soon, however, as the ward 
bosses were brought to face the prospect of 
a speedy and sweeping reform they raised 
the cry of party. They declare that an act 
modeled on the Tilden law of New York is 
„% Republican scheme, and by raising a 
partisan cry hope to coerce and browbeat 
decent Democrats into supporting their ne- 
farious plan to nullify the new law and con- 
tinue stifling the votes of honest men with 
the ballots of their 4,000 illegal voters. It 
remains to be seen whether, in a matter that 
relates solely to münieipal government and 
has no connection with National politics, the 
ward bosses and their bummer following can 
by a senseless appeal to party prejudice in- 
duce the decent class of Democrats to favor 
the continuance of fraud and rascality in 
local affairs. 

The Detroit plan for suppressing the Re- 
form law may be imitated in Chicago. Fort- 
unately the new Election law, based as it is 
on the Tilden act in New York, has received 
the support of many Democrats, and the 
names of men influential in that party are 
found on the petition asking for the submis- 
sion of the measure tothe people. Are these 
men or those they represent to be changed in 
their course by the cunning of low demagogs 
who are a disgrace to any party? Reputable 
Democrats ought to be the last to admit that 
they are bound, in a matter concerning local 
affairs and in no wise related to National 
politics, to oppose a decent and honest meas- 
ure simply because it is favored by Republic- 
ans.

The abol tion of the patent affidavit business 
is of itself a most important reform ot the 
Election law. Voting by manufactured affida- 
Vits had become a source of wholesale fraud. 
At the last election Harrison received at least 
2,000 illegal votes on manufactured affidavits. 
The new law shute up this runway of the rats. 
The count of the ballots is bedged about by 
the most stringent rules, and the final canvass 
is taken out of the hands ot interested parties 
and lodged ina returning board made up of 
the County Judge, the City Attorney, and the 
Election Commissioners, who are required to 
canvass the vote within seven days after the 
close of the election. In one word, the election 
is systematized from the beginning to the end, 
and the responsibility of those in charge of it 
is emphasized by adequate penalties for vio- 
lating the law.

Provisions were heavy, coru very 
dull, and wheat active, with a decided tendency 
upwards. The trading was mostly speculative, 
with not much doing on outside account except in 
wheat. The shipping part of the business was 
tame and showed an unpleasant contrast to the 
activity which bas marked this season in so many 
past years. 

Provisions were heavy and dull. Hogs were 
easier at the Stock- Yards, and the fine weather was 
supposed to be good for corn, which means plenty 
of hogs, and the question was again asked what is 
going to be done with the October stuff? It was 
known that the pork in stock here was being in- 
spected preparatory to delivery, and, naturally 
enough, the merely speculative part of the trade 
stood uneasily atthe idea of having to carry it 
| themselves, or being obliged to seek a new beast of 
burden to bear what they have little further use 
for. result was that October pork sold at e 
discount .from November, the difference at 


the close being not quite 1e, with Jan- 
wary at 72e premium over next month. 
Cudahy and Wright were the largest 


seliers of pork. There was a good demand for cash 
lard at full October prices, with November at 266 
de discount and January at e premium. Ribs 
were very dull, closing 5c olwer, at $5.45 for Octo- 
ber, with November at 45c discount. Pork sold 200 
lower, to 88.470 for October, and closed at $8.50 
bid, with Jard 2i¢c lower, at $6.02% bid. Cash sales 
were reported of 250 bris pork at $8.50; 100 bris 
extra prime pork at $7.60; 1,250 tes lard at 886.02: 
133 tes sweet- pickled hams (16 Ibs) at 83¢¢; and 25,000 
ids salted bellies, select, at 5%(c. The packing of this 
city since the close of last February includes about 
2,039,000 hogs, against 1,509.000 the same time last 
year, and 1.585.000 to do in 1863. It is estimated 
that the stocks of provisions in this city at the 
close of the month will foot up about 100,000 bris 
pork, 42,000 tos lard, and 20,000 lbs of short ribs. 

Flour was in very good local demand, with little 
doting for shipment. There was a fair export in- 
quiry, but mostly limited to prices below the views 
of holders. The market was strong. Sales were 
reported about 4,770 bls at $3.25@2.65 for low grades 
and the rest on private terms. 

Wheat was active and again very strong. The 
trading seemed to be chiefly local, but there was 
plenty of it, and the preponderating impulse was to 
buy. Liverpool was called 1d per cental higher, 
and the later cables were still stronger, while the 
receipts of wheat at Western points were small, 
They were expected to show an increase the com- 
ing week, but even then the movement will proba- 
bly fall far behind that of a yearago.

for either. 

The dry-goods market continued fgirly active, 
and its tone was steady. Most descriptions of 
woolen and cotton goods, hosiery, and knit under- 
wear, fancy knit Woolens, etc.,,are firmly held at 
the late advance, A large xolume of orders for 
ginghams are coming in. and they are appa 
taking the placé of low grades. Buyers have Been 
numerous in the city throughout thd week, espe- 
cially for millinery goods. * 

An exporter said yesterday that he had been in 
correspondence with over 100 flour-mills in the 
West asking for offerings of flour tor export. and 
nearly all ef them reply that they dave orders 
reaching thirty to sixty days ahead. He has sev- 
eral orders for flour, but cannot get it without 
bidding away up. He believes the millers of the 
West generally fel! into the error of running down 
in stocks. thinking that they would have do difii- 
culty in filling up with spring wheat. They fina it 
very much less plentiful than they had expected, 
and are now forced into the market to buy, which 
lessens the pressure to sell the article in the 
speculative markets of the world. 

It is worthy of remark that the speculative mar- 
ket for barley is four or five times as large in Mil- 
waukee as it is in this city. The reason is under- 
stood to be that they have there a uniform inspec- 


uon of the article, which is facilitated by the fact 


that most of their receipts of barley are over one 
line of railroad. The only way to obtain such uni- 
formity here would be to have all the baricy passed 
upon by one inspector, to whom the samples should 
be carried, as the ground to be covered ts too large 
for one man’s travel. There is plenty 6f room for 
a big speculative market here if the grading were 
uniform enough to harmonize the differences be- 
tween the barley grown in widely different areas of 
country. 

The flour millers in the northern half of Colorado 
have formed an association, to be called The Col 
orado Milling and Blevator Company.“ The mills 
represented have an aggregate capacity of about 
2,200 bris per day. It is understood that Keith- 
Crocker of this city will handle most of the prod- 
uct. 

The weakness in corn may perhaps be inferred 
from the fact that the market for October closed 
Saturday at 41540, and in the afternoon calls actu- 
ally sold at 41e, being e less. We do not often 
quote privileges, but the present case is an excep- 
tion. 

A member of our Board of Trade just returned 
from Cincinnati was asked yesterday if the corn in 
that section is nearly out of the way of frost. He 
replied that he was not quite sure of that, but 
knew that most of it had been cut a fortnight ago. 
This corresponds (except in its sarcasm), with a 
statement coming from an Eastern buyer to the 
effect that he had purchased 200 cars Southern Ohio 
to be delivered during the last half of Obtober and 
the first half of November at 38e per bu, and that 
freight rates were guaranteed to be only about 80 
per cent of those from Chicago, It was otherwise 
reported that new corn was Offered for sale yester- 
day in the streets of Des Moines, Ia. Also a mem- 
ber of our board reported that he had 
bought a large lot of cornin . Louis, to be 
shipped to New England, at 2c less than it could be 
obtained here. A letter from Towa says that the 
writer is selling all bis corn to go to St. Louis, be- 
cause he can obtain about 2c more for it than by 
shipping it to Chicago. These things indicate 
what is being done in low freight rates trom the 
city at che other end of the big bridge. They aiso 
indicate that it is about time tor some kind of ac- 
tion on the part ofthe trade in this city. They 
should have something to say in the matter, and 


~ ought to say it out so loudly that the voice would 


be heeded.

MRS. SMITH’S FAMILVY TROUBLES AND AN- 
OTHER WOMAN'S ARREST, CHARGED WITH 
KIDNAPING HER CHILD. - 

In February, 1880, Minnie C. Avery was mar- 
ried in Toledo, O., to Aibert Franklin Smith, 
now known as the King of the Little Wheels. 
They remained there for a month, and then 
went to Fort Wayne, Ind., where Smith worked 
as a clerk in the store of his wife's stepfather, 
J. W. Edgeriy. In ashort time, however, they 
returned to Toledo and began housekeeping. 
Three months afterwards Smith's mother, Mrs. 
Eva J. Waddington, sent for him to go to St. 
Louis. He went, staid three montbs, and ac- 
cording to Mrs. Smith sent her $20. in the 
meantime sbe bad a child, and it was 2 weeks 
old when Smith first saw it. On his re- 
turn he commenced rolier-ekatme with 
a partner named Goodall, traveling 
about the country giving exhibitions. In the 
meantime bis wile was supported by her step- 
father and mother. She didn't see bim for 
seven months, and he sent her no money. 
They met again at her brother's, in Albion, N. 
F., and thence went to New York City, and 
lived with Mrs. Waddington, who had moved 
thither. In six: or eight weeks Smith started 
for Cincinnati, toskate. He kept all be earned. 
About a week before ber second confinement, 
Mrs. Waddington sent Mrs, Smith toa charity 
hospital, keeping bat and cloak, 
so thet she couldn't run. away. But 
Mrs. Smith didn’t iike the place, 80 
she borrowed 10 cents and a bat from the 
matron and returned home.“ Mrs. Wadding- 
ton went to the hospital to get $2 she bad de- 
posited and return the bat. Durmg ber ab- 
sence Mrs. Smith packed up some clothes, 
took ber baby and went to ber mothers, who 
was then also in New York. Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith came together again subsequentiy, 
meeting at ber brother’s in Albion, and finally 
coming to Chicago, whither Mrs. Waddington 
had moved. They arrived here last February 
and rented a lat at No. 2230 
Indiana avenue. Two months afterwards, 
Smith being on the road, Mrs. Waddington 
went to New Mexico. He bad written her to 
take the baby with her, and after¢some per- 
suasion Mrs. Smith consented. She came 
back in three months with the child. In the 
meantime Smith had returned, out of a job. 
Two months ago he went to Orchard Beach to 
fill an engagement. He wrote that be would 
send money, but did not.. The landiord wantea 
bis reut. Mrs. Waddington couldn't pay, so 
she moved to Nd. 8619 Vincennes avenue. 
Smith, ft is alleged, used to abuse bis wife oc- 
Casionaily, and Mre. Waddington was in 
the habit of ‘“dorrecting’’ the children 
in a way their mother didn’t like.

There are so few momentsin the life of a 
prisoner at Ludlow Street Jali which may be 
said to be free from anxiety, worry, and often 
despair that anything which will relieve the 
monotony of the place is welcomed with grat 
tude. To one who bas never experienced this 
peculiar phase of life itis bardly possibie to 
convey any idea of the wearisomeness of the 
surround of this place. the exsite- 
ment and trouble of the first entrance into the 
jail wears off the dreadful monotony begins. 
Month after month passes before the first in- 
trioate machinery of the law which placed the 

risoner here can be reversed to let bim out. 

e is at first buoyed up by false hopes, think- 
mg that he has peculiar claims upon cer 
tain powerful persons. who will help bim in 
his need. He soon learns that he has no. 
friends; that the very fact of his imprisonment 
has weaned them from him. He looks into bis 
own case to see whether any cause exists for 
this treatment, and finds none; he is im- 
prisoned on the ex-parte statement of his case 
to a Judge, who takes no trouble to ascertain 
the facts, but immediately grants the order 
for bis arrest. It may take months or even 
years before this man can have an opportunity 
of teliing his side of the story, d which 
time, if unable to obtain bail, he must remain 
in prison. In the meantime his business is 
ruined, his friends dispersed, his family per- 
haps reduced to starvation. Then possibly he 
may obtain his trial and utterly d ve the 
allegations of fraud upon which the order of 
arrest was granted, but what redress bas he? 
To be sure, if be can catch him, be may im- 
prison his persecutor, but what substantial 
remedy is that to a man already ruined? The

THE NEW TORPEDO-BOAT. 

The torpedo-boat David Bushnell, the keel of 
which was laid last May, was successfully 
launched at Green Point this morning in the 
presence of a large number of officers of the 
army and Engineer Corps. The ‘boat 
is an experiment, her purpose being 
to run into stations where torpedoes would 
be stored, in case of war, quickly take on 
board about fifty of them, lay them where they 
would be most effective, and go on 
to the next station for more. 
The boiler, which is made of steel, is of the re- 
turn tubular pattern, ten feet long and eight

pounds of steam. propeller wheei 
enables the boat to turn on its own 
centre like a top. The engines are 


not reversible and always work the one way. 


There is no rudder to the boat, as the propeller 


guides it. The craft can approach a ship, lay 
a torpedo, and swing around to steam away 
without ringing a bell or revérsing the en- 
gines. At the bow is a crane and derrick for 
laying torpedoes, which is worked directly 
from che pliot-house.

SALEM AND ITS ANTIQUITIES. 

Salem, as the most important seaport a cent- 
ury since, Dow possesses rare imterest to the 
lover of old things. The people themselves 
have a reverence for antiquities; they not only 
preserve their own bomes intact, but iu re- 
building they have bad the sense to reproduce 
the oid Colonial architecture in their post- 
office. As soon as it is more time-worn it wil: 
fitin so admirably that a stranger may be de- 
ceived into thinking the building dates back to 
the period of 100 years ago. As we drove down 


| the streets lined with elms interiacing their 


branches overbead it seemed hard to realize 
that the beautiful old houses bulit by the mer- 
chant-princes so long ago were once filled with 
life—the biinds and windows flung open to let 
the sunshine in and the happy laughter out. 
There was ample room in the great double 
houses, with their four stories, for ail the ten 
and twelve chiidren that gathered about the ta- 
bles of our forefathers. Tne same crown-giass 
that came over from England is in the windows 
now; and the strange little semi-circular 
porch, with the curious door with ponderous 
brass knocker, opens to admit the new visitor 
of the present day. The doors were novel to 
me. Instead of a double one opening in the 
middle, the division is unequal, leaving a nar- 
row and broad door together—a sort of ‘a door 
anda halt. Bven in those days of cheap land 
the strange ianay Of putting the houses di- 
rectly on the street prevailed: they are de- 
tached, though, and the gardens of those 


water. I could not resist looking over the 
wall to smell the box, that tells. as nothing 
else does, the antiquity of the garden, for you 
recall how slow is ite growth. Aloug with its 


pinks, iarkspur, and bachelombuttons, the first 
seeds of which were dropped a century since 
by a narrow-skirted, short-waisted antique in a 
calash. I was recalled from one of these men- 
tal journeys into the past by the modern 
plumber and bis inevitable assistant, who. 
lacking -awe of 
brought out a disabled pipe to mend among 
the bedge- rows. Into one of these long, quaint 
gardens we were finally taken to roam at Win 
the ripening fruit mingling ite odors with the 
beds of mignonet and day-lilies. At the foot 
of the lawn wus a large summer-bouse with a 
platform in front, built over the bank in order 
that the sight of no bit of sunset or no dan- 
cing wave coming with the tide at iis feet 
should be lost. A modern hammock and deck- 
chairs shared the well-built floor, with quaint 
rockers and a tabie 200 years old; it was of that 
pattern with the eight legs and circular top 
which we see in very old prints. The grain of 
the English walnut still was beautiful, and the 
table was so admirably made that our friends 
serve afternoon tea on its ample top. Think 
of the advantages of a home like theirs! They 
bathe in the barbor with its life-giving sait 
water; their boat is also moored at the foot of 
the garden; they walk up through this fruit and 
flower laden lawn, the very abode of quiet, out 
on to a city street witb its borse-cars and cabs, 
ite gus and postmen. But coming out on the 
street made me fee! as if I were an old portrait 
stepping down out of the antiquated frame 
into a very modern present.

DEADHEAD ALDERMEN, 


HOW THEY “WORK” THE RAILROADS AND 
THEATRES IN NEW YORK, 

New York, Sept. 26.—[Special.}—Deadhead- 
ism is about all that is left to the Common 
Council of New York under the new law giving 
the power of appointment unreservedly to the 
Mayor. The members are now in a struggzie 
with the managers of the theatres. Their 
olerk has by long usage been an agent through 
hom to procure railroad and theatre tickets 
free. The Aldérmen do not ask for these fa- 
vors personally, but state their desires to the 
clerk, who writes to the source of sup- 
ply. Whenever a railroad passenger agent 
gets ubresponsive- the clerk draws up a 
resolution that brings him round. In case the 
offending line is one of Vanderbilt's, or the 
Eastern ones that use the Grand Oentral Depot, 
the resolution orders an investigation of the 
danger attending the hauling of freigbt-trains 
through the ssreets to the down-town freicht- 
stations. This is laid over and nothing more is 
heard of it. because the recalcitrant official suc- 
ecumbs. If it-is the Pennsylvania, the Erie, the 
West Shore, or the Reading then the resolution 
threatens to harass the ,ferriage to the depot 
across the Hudson. The tboatres are kept 
under duress usually by menaces of break- 
ing up their fraudulent ticket brokerage, which 
could readily be done through an ordinance for- 
bidding the sale of seats far more than the ad- 
vertised prices.

HYOSCINE EATING. 


A DANGEROUS PRACTICE TO COMPEL SLEEP 
~—-WORSE THAN OPIUM OR CHLORAL 

New York, Sept. 26.— Special. |—Something 
worse than opium or chloral is reported to the 
New York Medical Society. Several city prac- 
titioners found out that a few persons were 
using hyoscine to produce a sort of intoxica- 
tion that resulted in profound slumber. The 
drug is a hydrobromate, and bas to a limited 
extent been used in medicine in lieu of atro- 
phine for relief in epilepsy and other diseases 
of the nerves. It is obtained from a German 
plant, and is usually on sale by German apothe- 
cartes in this city. The supply has been 
small, and the price about 75 cents a 
grain; but a suddenly increased demand 
nearly exhausted the stocks and sent 
the price to FI. The . doses must 
be infinitesimal in order not to be dangerous, 
and the peril of self-dosing lies in the liability 
to kill by carelesly swallowing or hypodermi- 
cally injecting too much. The experimenters 
with it proved chiefly to be medical students, 
drug clerks, and others acquainted with its 
soporific qualities. Hard drinkers employed it 
to force sieep, and very nervous persers drove 
off insomnia with it. In order to test ite ef- 
fects it has. been systematically administered 
to thirty-six insane patients in the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane by Drs. Langdon and 
Peterson, who say that tne effects prove the 
very great danger of hyoscine-eating. They 
found that it would indeed compel sleep in 
most cases, but that ite habitual use would 
surely bring muscuiar paralysis and delirium 
of a particularly violent sort. The society wiil 
ask the Legislature to forbid its sale except on 
prescription.

Mr. W. R. Sheridan drew light hauses at the 
Columbia in Louie XI.,“ the reason of which 
must be looked for partly in the sombre and 
forbidding aspect of the play, partily,in the in-

| especially, perhaps, in the actor’s tempera- 


ment, which is wanting in the sympathetic 
guality which appeals to popular sensibilities. 
As it is only a song voicing some universal and 
tender sentiment that singe itself into the 
memory of the multitude; as it is only the poet 
of the home and fireside who can count a whole 
nation among his readers; so, too, by a law 
which formulates the kinship of men, the 
only actor who cau command the en- 
thusiastic piaudits of the osrowd is 
one who touches the ereat heart of the 
world.. Think of the great names of the 
drama — Betterton, Kean, Garrick, Talma, 
Lemaitre, Lekain, Salvini—and it will be 
found that in each the overshadowing element 
of power was in temperament rather than in 
intellectuality—in the Beat and biaze of pas- 
sion, focusing in one blinding light the rays 
that shoot from innumerabie human souls. 
Thousands of unknown actors have possessed 
equally great powers of mimicry with those 
mentioned, but gifted as they were with the 
talent to express, they lacked the capac'ty 
to feel intense emotion, and their 
art of imitation, wanting in vitality, 
passed, like everything artificial and 
soulless, into forgetfulness. In this age, 
whose tendency is reflective and analytical 
rather than strongly imaginative, there are 
two men whose predominant quality being in- 
tellectuality bave attained preéminence in 
their respective countries Irving and Coque- 
lin. Mr. Irving’s temperament does not pos- 
sess the depths without which it was thought 
impossible in the past to achieve. greatness in 
histrionic art; theshallows are both numerous 


and murmurous, and yet it is aot lacking ina 
certain delicate, quaint, almost womanly, note 
of pathos, which when united to consummate 
talent in the mere art of representation may 
be justly taken as constituting a high form of 


-genius. Mr. Sheridan is not spoken of bere 


from a cursory giance at one portrayal, 
but from a remembrance of his 
work in some score of parts, including Louis 
XI., when he headed a stock company in Phiia- 
delphia some six or seven years ago. Tem- 
peramentally he is too cold to win sympathy; 
intellectually be is not sofficiently acute and 
penetrating to excite admiration. While thus 
fallmg short of greatness in the two essential 
directions of distinction he possesses deciama- 
tory powers that are often vivid and startling, 
and a talent for characterization which, far 
from being elastic, displays itself chiefly in the 
darker and gloomier phases of emotion. His 
rendition of “Eugene Aram's Dream is re-

Then it is the province of 
art to show, not pain in its actuality (for that is 
exoeedingly disagreeabie), but rather the 
beauty of suffering; not pathos in its bare

WATER AND DRAINAGE. 


‘THE COUNCIL COMMITTEE LISTENS TO A VA- 


RIETY OF VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 


The special committee -of the Council ap- 


pointed to consider the matter of sewerage and 
drainage met yesterday aiternoon. Aid. Bond 
presided, and there were present Clarke. Noyes, 
and Dalton.

Mr. J. M. Hanuahs presented his proposition, 
which is pending in the Council.

He. offered to do all the 
work for $1,400000, and claimed: he could 
clean the Chicago River every twenty-four 
bours. By extending the conduit to Lockvort 
the water would run off, the fall being sufficient 
to create a current.

Five of these judgments, amounting co about 
$112,000, weregpaid in full out of a 
sale of the assets seized under the 
execuuons, and a considerable part bas been 
paid on eight of the other judgments, leaving 
a few judzmont creditors and all the general 
unsecured creditors without anything. The 


assets seized under the State Court judgments 


reuiized about $60,000, and those sold under 
the Federal Court judgments $100,000 more, 
making 8100. 000 derived from the assets. The 
liabulities were at the time said to be $300,000 
10 $360,000, but it is thought now by some that 
they were not over $280,000. After the sale 
and distribution C. C. Corbin, a simple contract 
creditor, filed a bill against the in- 
solvent firm, and the preferred judgment 
debtors and the firm of Boies, Fay & 
Conkey and Graves the special partner to set 
aside all these judgments on the ground that 
the limited partnership had newer in fact been 
dissolved as to the creditor, that it bad 
no right under the law to preter creditors, the 
statute providing that confessions of judgment 
by limited partnership shall be void. The de- 


tense was thai the limited partnership had in 


fact been dissolved prior to the time the con- 
fessions of judgment were entered. The part- 
nership was formed March 30, 1882, and was to 
run five years, but either partuer had a right 
to dissolve it at any time on giving six weeks’ 
notice. The parties had digssoived and bad 
caused notice to be published beginning Dec. 
22, 1882, the pubiication being complete before 
the judgements were entered. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, said the 
principal question was as to whether the disso- 
lution of partnership was made in good faith. 
He did not think it was, Dut was of the opinion 
that the rm was insolvent in August, when it 
took ite semi-annual inventory; that Fay 
knew it, and Graves oughtto have known it. 
The dissolution and subsequent transactions 
were made in the interest of Graves, tor the 
purpose of protecting him against loss. Inas- 
much as the dissolution was a fraudulent one, 
the firm was not dissolved, even as to sabse- 
quent creditors who dealt with the firm of Fay 
& Conkey, and all the vonfessions of judgment 
by the latter firm were void. 

The effect of this decree, if sustained, will 
be to compel! all the judgment oreditors whose 
claims have been paid either in full or in part 
to.repay what they have received into court 
so that it can de divided pro rata among ali 
the creditors of the firm, together with the 
other assets still in the hands of the receivers.

I had first made 
written application to have this suit instituted 
direct to the Department of Justice. 1 ascer- 
tained that the statutes provided a different 
course, and I then, with the assis.ance of oth- 
ers, presented the case to Judge McCorry, Dis- 
trict Attorney at Memphis, giving dim over- 
whelming evidence that Beli did not invent the 
telephone, nor did he discover the art of 
transmitting speech by electricity.’ These 
proofs were so convincing that Judge McCorry 
immediately laid them before the Department 
of Justice and asked permission to institute 
the suit, which was promptly granted.

A mornmg paper of yesterday contained a 
letter from John L. Parish, ex-QConégul in Chem- 
nitz, asserting that the irregularities in his ac- 
counts were due te the mismanagement of Mr. 
Frank N. Coffin of this city, who had been 
thrust upon him as Vice-Consul. Mr. Parish 
claims that the office books were distorted and 
garbled by bis assistant to such an extent that 
it was impossible to make up quarterly re- 
ports. 

In reply to this Mr. Coffin said last evening: 

My duty was not connected with the books 
as to the receipts or fees of the office, except- 
ing that I received fees and turned them over 
to the Consul daily, and had nothing to do with 
bis deposits. He was careful to keep the busi- 
ness in his own hands. The income of the of- 


fice, with a few occasional exceptions, is de- 


rived from the issuance of manifests. The 
blank forms are issued by the Government 
and consecutively numbered. Three 01 
these are filled out for every 
exportation of goods. One is sent 
to the port of entry, another to the exporter, 
and the third is retained at the Consulate. In 
addition a synopsis of the manifest is entered 
on the day-book. The fee for this is $2.50. 
The Vice-Consul’s duty is to issue these re- 
eeipta for the money, and at the day’s end to 
turn over all cash receipts to the Consul. Dur- 
ing my service the books were balanced every 
evening and the vash given to the Consul, with 
the exception of one or two occasions on which 
Mr. Parish was in London or Paris. 

‘The attempt which Parish is making to 
shift the responsibility of the Chemnitz trouble 
from bis shoulders to mine is very ridiculous,”’ 
said Mr. Coffin. “Tae Trisune of yesterday 
remarked that the files at Washington show 
that the accounts were straight up to Sept. 30, 
1884. Lsuppose that this statement is true, al- 
though personally [ know nothing about it. 
Now my connection with the office ceased Sept. 
1, 1884, and I was bere in Chicago by the mid- 
die of the month.

ABOUT A BABY.

MRS. SMITH’S Faul TROUBLES AND AN- 
OTHER WOMAN’S ARREST, CHARGED WITH 
KIDNAPING HER CHILD, 

In February, 1880, Minnie C. Avery was mar- 
ried in Toledo, O., to Albert Franklin Smith, 
now known as the King of the Little Wheels.“ 
They remained there for a month, and then 
went to Fort Wayne, Ind., where Smith worked 
as a clerk in the store of his wife's stepfather, 
J. W. Edgerly. In ashort time, however, they 
returned to Toledo and began housekeeping. 
Three months afterwards Smith’s mother, Mrs. 
Eva J. Waddington, sent for him to go to St. 
Louis. He went, staid three months, and ac- 
cording to Mrs. Smith sent her $20. in the 
meantime she bad a child, and it was 2 weeks 
old when Smith first saw it. On his re- 
turn he commenced folier-skating with 
a partner named Goodall, traveling 
about the country giving exhibitions. In the 
meantime his wile was supported by her step- 
father and mother. She didn’t see bim for 
seven months, and he sent her no money. 
They met again at ber brother's, in Albion, N. 
F., and thence went to New York City, and 
lived with Mrs. Waddington, who had moved 
thither. In six or eight weeks Smith started 
for Cincinnati, to skate. He kept all ne earned. 
About a week before her second confinement, 
Mrs. Waddington sent Mrs. Smith toa charity 
hospital, keeping her nat and cloak, 
so thet she couldn't run away. But 
Mrs. Smith didn't like the place, so 
she borrowed 10 cents and a hat from the 
matron and returned home.“ Mrs, Wadding- 
ton went to the hospital to get $2 she had de- 
posited and return the hat. Durimg der ab- 
sence Mrs. Smith packed up some clothes, 
took her baby and went to her mothers, who 
was then also in New York. Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith came together again subsequently, 
meeting at ber brother's in Albion, and finally 
coming to Chicago, whither Mrs. Waddington 
had moved. They arrived here last February 
and rented a flat at No. 2230 
Indiana avenue. Two months afte 
Smith being on the road, Mrs. Waddington 
went to New Mexico. He had written her to 
take the baby with her, and after{some per- 
suasion. Mrs. Smith consented. She came 
back in three months with the child. In the 
meantime Smith had returned, out of a job.

Smith, it is alleged, used to abuse his wife oc- 
casionaily, and Mre. Waddmgton was in 
the habit of correct the children 
in a way their mother dida’i like. Mrs. Smith 
finally ‘became tired of living in such a way, 
and taking the only thing she could pawn—ber 
husband’s overcoat—etartea out with the in- 
tention of raising money enough to get to her 
mother. Mrs. Waddington bad been arrested 
for au alleged assault and battery, which had 
ocourred a week or so before, but she was 
promptiy discharged when the magistrate 
beard the evidence. The 12th inst. Mrs. Smith 
went down-town to consult a lawyer about get- 
ting a divorce and an allowance for support, as 
Smith earns a good salary when he bas 
an engagement. While she was gone Mrs. 
Waddington and the baby, Norma, aged 8 
years,disappeared. Mrs. Smith hid at a friend’s 
house, wrote a letter to Mrs. Waddington, and 
had it mailed in New York. This put Mrs. W. 
off her guard, and yesterday she was seen to 
pass No. 2230 Indiana avenue, a warrant was 
sworn out charging her with kidnaping little 
Norma, and she was arrested in the evening at 
No. 8619 Vincennes avenue and locked up at 
a armory.

When the suit was brought she claimed 
several thousand dollars damages. The arbi- 
trators awarded her $600 and she appealed. 
The jury today, after two tours’ deliberation, 
rendered a verdict in ber favor for $1,250. The 
defendant professes to have no means and when 
Miss Stout endeavors to collect her award he 
will go to jail and, after serving three months, 
will ask for release under the insolvency laws. 
While on the stand Blitz offered to marry her 
and care for her to the best of his ability, but 
ber counsel declared that his offer came too 
late and the court refused to entertain the 
proposition.

THE STEAD PROSECCTION. 

The prosecution of Mr. Stead, the editor of 
the Pall Mall Gazetie, and those associated with 
him in the charge brought against the alleged 
abductors of the girl Elta Armstrong, was re- 
sumed today. The crowd was far less demon- 
strative than it bas beenat the previous sit- 
tings of the court in this case, and popular in- 
terest seems to have abated considerably. The 
defendants have been warned that the prose- 
cution will oppose all side-evidence that they 
may seek to bring in, with a view to supporting 
the ‘‘ Maiden Tribute revelations, apart from 
the immediate point to establish which the suit 
is brought. They will withhold a number of wit- 
nesses brought from the Continent to London 
to establish the general facts charged in the 
Pall Mali articles until the trial in the Criminal 
Court is brought on. In the case now on trial 
the defense is limited strictly to offering proof 
that the woman Jarrett bought the Armatrong 
girl for a sovereign, h the . mother’s 
full knowledge of transaction and 
also of the character of the people 
to whom she was surrendering the gir). It is 
reported that Stead, if he is convicted, will 
make fresh and startiing disclosures, which 
will include the names of some high person- 
ages who are involved ip the Pall Mall revela- 
nous. It is said that he threatens to divuige 
the names of the persons concerned in the 
hope that they will exert their influence in his 
behalf and prevent his conviction. 

Rebecca Jarrett of the Salvation Army: 
Thomas William Stead, editor of the Full Mali 
Gazette; Sampson Jacques, one of the staff ot 
that paper; Mrs. Combe, Mr. Bramwell Booth 
of the Salvation Army, and Louisa Mourey, 
the defendants in the abduction case of Eliza 
Armstrong, were committed for trial today. 
Mr. Russell, counsel for Mrs, Jarrett, reserves 
his line of defense. 

During the proceedings Mr, Stead, acting as 
his own counsel, read @ document containing 
his line of defense. He claimed that the end 
which he had in view in carrying out his 
scheme justified the means he had resorted to. 
He admitted that he might have been misled 
by the statements of Mrs. Jarrett, who, if she 
procured the girl Eliza by false pretenses, as 
testified to by Mra. str had obtained 
money from him trau tly." The Magis 
trate frequently protested against portions of 
the document, stating that the matter was ir- 
relevant. The Magistrate summed up the case 
strongly against the defendants and said that 
nothing could justify their doings nor the pub- 
lication ot the nauseous articies in the Pall 
Maul Gazette. He acquitted Mr. Bramwell 
Booth and Mrs. Coombe of the charge of in- 
decent assault, but committed them, as well as 
the rest of the prisoners, on the other charges. 

When Mr. Stead rose to speak in his own de- 
fense this afternoon the deference and respect 
which it was intended his presence would in- 
spire were entirely wanting. In his defense 
Mr. Stead insisted that the chief witnesses for 
the prosecution are liars and that the 
child Eliza Armstrong was sold for £3. 
He referred to Mrs. Jeffriesas having sent 
young English girls to the King of the Bel- 
gians, who retained her at a yearly salary of 
£800 for her services inthis direction. The 
other titled scapegoats were spoken of in 
general terms as Princes, Dukes, Ministers of 
the Crown and members of Parliament, and 
society breathes freely tonight in consequence. 
There is a strong and growing belief that all 
the defendants will be convicted when they 
come up for trial before a jury. The trial will 
take place about the middle of October.

The followimg were our reckonings: Kevolu- 
tion of the screw, fifty-five per minute; diam- 
eter Of screw, seven metres: volume ot bal- 
loon, 1,860 cubic inches: filled with pure hy- 
drogen; power of machine, eicht- horse; con- 
structed by Mr. Gramme; battery by myself, 
weixhing 820 kilos and capable of working it. 
Our great difficulty bas been to obtain an elec- 
trio condenser of sufficient force with suff 
cient lightness. This obstacle has now been 
overcome. The whole journey we performed 
with perfect evenness, and the balloon acted 
in a most satisfactory manner. Our journey 
of the 23d was similar in all respects 
o the first except that the wind wae with us 
gomg and against us coming back but 
altogether light at a rate of one metre per 
second. On the first day our journey extended 
about five miles, the second day four and a 
baif miles.“

balicon in motion. He said: It aid not rise 
to a great hight and we saw it very plainly. 
It maneuvered about to different points. 
It then started off for Point d' Jour 
and I next saw it coming straight back to camp.

It cannot be doubted 
that this is the universal sentiment of the up- 
per and upper-middle classes in Great Britain, 
and the prevailing sentiment among such 
members of the poorer or worsuing class as in- 
terest themselves in politica.
